The ne.Nt liojie of (he town wa3 in tiie 
Bedliiigtou it Nelson railway, coming in 
from the American side. It -was thought 
possible that Kuskanook would be made 
its teriuinim, but the B. & N. people 
selected a terminal site farther up the 
lake, and the Kuskanook folk about gave 
up. It only needed the fire to complete 
the ruin of the once liveliest tow-u in 
Kootenay. 

Particulars of the lire arc told of in 
the appended special despatch to the Col- 
onist from its Xelson correspondent: 

Nekoii, B.C., March 22.— (Special.)— A 
disastrous lire broke out at Kuskanook 
yesterday which pracucally cleaned out 
the w-hole town. The lire started in the 
disused AViiidsor hotel and burned every 
liuiliiiiig in the jjlacc except the I'cdru 
Clierbos liotel and two houses. 

The Windsor hotel stood in the middle 
of the town, and faiiUL'ii by the strong 
brcexe the contlagnuion soon became 
general. F. Fraser gave the alarm but 
nothing could be done, and his store, as 
well as those of H. K, Macdonald and 
H. Hoyt, were soon wrapped in llames, 
though a portion of H. R. Macdonald's 
stock of grocoricti w-as saved. 

The Mining Recorder's olllce was burn- 
ed, but the records, which were in the 
safe, ^vere saved. The buildings, besides 
the one mentioned, that were saved were 
the J-Cootenay Valley Railway company's 
ollico unil a vacant house, and in these 
buiUlings the houseless citizens congre- 
gated. 

The loss is estimated at $15,000 with no 
intiuriuicc; the tire is supposed to have 
been of incendiary origin; aud a.B the in- 
habitants are practically destitute of 
clothing and provisions, supplies of both 
kinds are being, sent up from here to- 
night by the steamer Moyie, 

The towiisite of Kus'.umook belongr! to 
the Kootenay Railway Company, but 
most of the houses w-ere owned by the 
occupants. The tow-n was started iu 
3897, being used as a base of s'ippliets 
during the building of the Crow'-i Nest 
Puss railway.

He was born in Scot- 
laiul in IS-IO and Avas educated at the 
University of Glasgow and Edinburgh 
ami at King's College, London. 



SWISS TO Tin-] BOHBS. 

Little Ke|>ul)lie Regrets That It Cannot 
Assist in Bringing Peace. 

Berne. Switzerland, March 21.— The 
federal council has answered Ihe Boer 
api)enl for mediation as follows: 

"The .Swiss federal council would have 
been i)leased to co-operate in Crioudly 
mediation in oiiler to end further blood- 
shed, but as the presidents nt both 
South African ropiii)lics have directly

ington that it did not propose to accept 
the intervention of any power, the Swiss 
federal council, to its regret, nuist also 
renounce the idea of taking any stop 
on tlio lines of the request made by tho 
presidont.s of the South African repub- 
lics. There remains for the federal 
council, under the circumstances, noth 
ing but to express its sincero wish that 
the belligerents will have succeoded at 
no too distant date in finding a basis for 
an understanding honorable to both 
l)arties."

"'•It is almost inerediblo, but from the 
district of Cacao couU'S a mesage that 
more than i.WK) women in that neigh- 
boiliood can't leave their huts because 
tlicy have no clothes. The same reports 
come from other districts. There are 
probably 30,000 naked women in the 
mountain districts. Thousands of child- 
ren can't attend school, biM-ause the 
teachers refuse to receive them stark 
naked as they presout themselves. "

Yesterday afternooa tho Boers pressed 
closely on Col. I'lunier's nnUa camp aad 
kept up a Imt Are with a Maxim, killing 
a white man and a native. They placed 
the Maxim and a twelve and a half pounder 
on a hill on the east side of the line, 4,000 
yards freni the camp. 

The British right Is protected by Chief 
Bathcn, who has warned the Boors not to 
enter his territory. 

Col. I'lumcr's present endeavor Is to hf 
sure the safety of the railway north of 
Lobatsl, and to watch well the left flank.

Ottawa, March If.— This is n grcnt

by it used to be the custom oC the Kug- 
lishmon and Scotchiuen to take part iu 
the St. Patrick's Day parade, but o£ 
late years this parade feature of the 
celebration of the day has boon dropped. 
The Englishmen of Ottawa, however, 
felt that this year especially was the 
ocension opportune for sliDMing their 
friendship towards Ireland and Irish- 
men, anil espeeially their appreciation of 
the gallant services of the Irisli troops 
in South Africa. The St. (Jeorge's So- 
ciety i)f Ottawa and the Suns iif I'^ng- 
land, therefore, reennnnendcd to their 
members to spi>rt tlu' "dear little Sham- 
rod;," and the recotnniendalion was 
generally observed. Tlie supply of 
shamrocks which llorisl.s laid in was 
enormous, but by eleven o'clonk in the 
morning the supply had completely run 
out.

In- 
deed they are little l)etter than Indian 
jionios, bn! tlie chief ins]iccl(ii- says tliey 
will stand the rnngli work in South -Vl- 
rica better than tlie more sliewy animal 
which was procured in Ontario, ai- 
Ihougli the average price paid for 
th/ latter, ^IHll per animal, was just 
dinihle that which Mcl'^aehren ]iaid on 
the ranches. 1'be government lias at- 
tenipted to disclaim responsibility for 
tile unfavorable character of tlie horses 
secured in Ontario. The trutli soonis 
to bo that speculators went trlioiigh tlio 
lirovince picking up fairly good liorses 
at a low price and selling them at tlm 
barracks in Toronto or Kingston at a 
substantial profit. The men wlio acted 
for the • government ns purchasing 
agents were not experts in the horse 
line and therefore got the worst of tin; 
deal. No ejcplanation is given as to why 
agents of the government could not 
have gone tiirough the country purchas- 
ing directly from the farmers. Had 
this been done seller and buyer would 
have both got better satisfaction. Tliere 
has been some expectation that the war 
would help to bake South Africa a 
market for Canadian horses, but iu 
view of the way this iuisinpss has been 
mismanaged iiy tlie government the e.'c- 
peetation flins formed will now be, in a 
large measure, disappointed. If Strath- 
conn's Horse and the Mounted Rifles 
Iiaraile through the streets of Tjondon, 
wlien the war is over, the English peo- 
ple will bo astonished at the class of 
liorses which carry our troops, and a 
will take columns, of newspaper explan- 
ation to make tliem understand that 
our mounted soldiers are not cavalry, 
but simply mounted infantry, and be- 
tween the two there is n vast difference.

liament to adjust the representation of 
rVie House of Coinmons anil ehaiigc tlie 
boundaries of constituencies. .Fudging 
from the temper of the liibornls it is ob- 
vious that if tliey got the eliaiue they 
■»vouId pass n gerrymander wliieli would 
keep the Conservatives out of power 
for twenty years. This opportunity, 
through a fortuitous chain of circum- 
stances for the Conservatives, will not 
come to them. It will be remembered 
that Mr. W. W. B, Melnnes last year 
foresaw what was likely to happen and 
made a suggestion which was calculat- 
ed to pull bis party out of the hole in 
which he snticiiinted they wore likely to 
be. He suggested to the government 
that iiermission should be secured from 
the Imperial authorities for Canada to 
take the ccn.sus this year instead of in 
1S91. Much as the government would 
have liked to have acted on this suggos- 
tion. Sir Wilfrid told him that it wns 
altogether out of the question. The 
census in taken simultancouBly through- 
out the British Empire the first yenr of 
every doende in order that the stati.itics 
of the Empire may be uniform. Were 
Canada to take her census ouc yenr 
ahead thin uniformity would be marred.

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nance, whenever he is questioned about 
it, dodges the issue. To prolong the de- 
lay to public busiucsc, Dr. lluseell, tho 
law- professor from Halifax, has been 
put up to move an academic resolution on 
the subject o£ preferential trade. It is 
simply an addition to the "markmte 
time" tactics of the government. What 
does it all mean? The imprcfision is 
gaining ground that the government is 
waiting to see what the Senate will do 
on the Redistribution Bill. It has not 
yet been definitely announced whethet 
the Somite will throw out that bill, (u- 
will incorporate in it the provisions of 
the aiuondineii'. rejected in tlie Commons 
last week. That aineiidnieiit providing 
for the redistribution of coustiluencie« by 
the chief jusUces of Canada, after the 
next census, would, it adiled to tlio Re- 
distribution Bill completely change the 
liriiiciple of the measure. Xo matter, 
therefore, wluit tlie upper liouse may do 
it -will be nni^atisfal•tory to the govern- 
ment, ami as neither the estinialcs are 
being pressed nor the liudget brought 
down, the iniprerisimi is generally pre- 
vaient that parli.iinent may be dissolved 
within the next nioiilh or six weeks, the 
government going to the country on tlie 
cry of the reform of the Senate.

TWO REOKUITS' TROUBLES. 

A funny incident occurred while 
Stratheonn's Horse were in the city.

The father, however, managed to have 
the l)oy let off on promise of better be- 
havior. 

Col. I'rior was oiialiled to do an net of 
■uadness to one of tlie niemtiers of tlie 
Horse, for wliich he will ever lie held 
in grateful ri'inembrance 1/y the individ- 
ual afTeetcd. A sti'apiiiiig yoniig I'hi- 
glishiiiau from Nelson came to Ottawa 
witli the quota from the Kootenay coun- 
try. He had been here a weidc or ten 
days, and had donned tlie khaki uniform, 
when he was notified Ijy file adjutant of 
Stratbcoua's Horse that he would have 
to return to Nelson; tliat lu} would not 
lie allowed to go to Souili Africa a.= ou'. 
of tlie Horse. The young fellow wanted 
to know what he had done that lie should 
bo deprived at the last moment of serv- 
ing Her Majesty. He was informed that 
ho was not considered sufllciently strong, 
physically, to withstand the rigors and 
fatigues of the c.impaign. Pressing for 
further particulars the young fellow fin- 
ally learned that the charge had been 
made against him by another member of 
the Horse that ho was subject to epilep- 
tic fitcs. On the way to Ottawa, it seems, 
tho yonng chap had not been taking care 
of liimself, and on re-entering the close 
and hot car at Winnipeg, the conlrasl 
from 20 below zero to 7(1 ,'ibove, proved 
too much for him, and he fainted. There- 
upon another member reported liim td 
the adjutant, with the added remark tlial 
he had been known to siilTer from cpilep- 
ti(> fits in tl\e Iviiotenays. AMthuut hav- 
ing; any formal inquiry or another medi- 
cal examination, the accused was iiifonn- 
eil that his name liad been struck off 
the roll of the regiment. In bis chagrin 
and diKappointment: at what he knew to 
be an \uijnst charge, iie appealed to (.'ol. 
I'rior, who iiroiiiptly took tlie matter up. 
Col. Steele was seen, and also Mr. Tay- 
lor, Lord Strathcoiia's representative. A 
medical examination took place and tho 
young Englishman was passed as physi- 
cnllj' sound. Thou his accuser was 
brought face to face with him, and severe- 
ly censured by Col. Steele, for his con- 
duct. 

ELECTORAL FRAUDS.

lialliit iiapers cre.ated ii fearfully bad iiii- 
liression throughout the country. Tin- 
\^'est Huron inquii-y oidv was taken up 
then, ir the Broekville election liail been 
investigaled it would have been found 
tell times worse. The Premier knows 
this. Hence he will not allow the invi-s- 
ligatiou lo he continued. The day will 
come, liowever, when ail the facts will be 
made known, and the government rightly 
condemned by the electorate.

.should bo sorry to advise anything like 
inipeliions iiclion, but heliove the people 
owe it to themselves to make 6ome dc- 
nionstrntion of their sentiments. In any 
oC the Eastern provincoti events similar 
to Ihnsn which have nccin-rcd here woiilil 
hnve led to indignant public meetings in 
all the larger centres of population. . 

Wo believe n confititutionnl remon- 
strance onpht to be adilrciscd to the Lieu- 
teiiaiit-Govonior in .a resjicclful niaiuier 
and in respectful, though decided, terms, 
setting out vrhcrcta Hk Honor has vio- 
lated what the rcmonstnints regard as 
coiistitui ioiiai nsacc. Ttoference might 
also be irropcrly ni.'ido I herein to the in- 
jury done to tin; business of the eon'.itr: 
by His Honor's nction. What the iin 
nicdinte effect of tlii« -n-ould be we do 
not know, but it is always well for the 
people to protest against nnconstitutionnl 
governnien t. 

An to who ought to load in a matter of 
this kind, there may be some difference 
of opinion. There is always a danger 
that any one who takes tlio initiative in 
:i public matter will be attacked on the 
ground that lie seuko his own advance- 
niciil. This is, however, only a small 
matter and ought to prevent no one from 
doing what ho feels to he hie dutv. 



THE EIGHT HOUR LAW. 

Discussing in detail the several iiiat- 
lers mentioned in the Colonist of yest(>i- 
<lay as forming a platform upon wiiicli 
tin' pi'ople of th<! province can bcr siu- 
cuhsfiilly nppoiiled to, we will take u|i 
tirst the eight-hour law. There is very 
littl«! to be said in regard to any change 
in this measure e.Kcept that it either 
otlght to be repealoil or the iieiiiiify 
cInilfH.' should be stricken out. 

The Colonist has so frequently ex- 
presed itself in favor of an eight-hour 
■<iay as a standard by which all hiring 
f-liall be regulated, that wc need not 
•elaborate the point here. Whether or 
not it is necoss.'iry to have any legisla- 
tion on thai point is a matter of opin- 
ion. As a I'ulc must uf the trades are 
able to secure arrnngeinetits as to hours 
by inntinil agreenient liiM.ween employers 
and emplnyed. The eit;ht-lionr system 
prevails, we understand, in all the co.al 
mines in the province. It did not pre- 
viiil in Iho metalliferous mines. That it 
might .'iftcM- a time have <!ome in force 
lliere if there had boon no legislative in- 
terference is probable, but the change 
would doubtless ha%-e taken place grad- 
luilly and as conditions warranted it. 
It would have been adjusted between 
the mine owners and llie iniiiers wilh- 
<iiit friction, ;\iv secondary question of 
wages being dealt witli at the same 
time. The almost universal rule is that 
employers and employed reach what 
may lie ea...'d a modus vivendi if left to 
tile exercise of freedom of acti(Ui. 

'I1h' cuiiilitinii ,,r miners in Kootenny 
was on the whole satisfactory. Wages 
were good, as Is shown Iiy the fact that 
tlicre had been no wages strikes. The 
hours of work were satisfactory, as was 
shown by the f.act lliat there had boon 
no strikes for shorter hours. The miiu' 
owners recognized that i: was desirable 
tO|havo good men, a. id they paid a good 
M'age to Engiish-speaking miners, and 
ill addition provided tli'cm with many 
coiivi'iiiences, which otherwise their 
employees W(uild have had to lio with- 
out, or could only have procured at con- 
siderable c.vpenae. We think it ean 
fiiitly be claimed for the Kootenay mine 
owners Unit they wished to surround 
themselves with .-i good class of law- 
abiding English-speaking men, and for 
tlint puriiose.jwcre ,"nfllling. tQ pay thoin 
■well, accommodate . them as comfortably 
:is circiimstauces would permit, and not 
exact unduly long hours of labor. On 
lulialf of the miners, we think it can 
be fairly claimed that lh<'y appreiMiitcd 
the largel.y experimental character of 
much .that, is being done in Kootenay, 
that, they were satisfied with their pay, 
hours of labor and conveniences, and 
gave good v.-ilue for their wages. Doiibf- 
Jess tliero may have been exceptions in 



both c-ndcs; but VTC thlnt^ltean be stat- 
ed without fear of successful contradic- 
tion that there could not be found any- 
where ill the world a more contented 
lot of miners than wore in Kootenay be- 
fore the session of 1S!)0, or any class oC 
ciiiployi'cs an.vwhere who were on bet- 
ter leniis witli their employers. 

rpiiii a eouinuinity thus favorably 
situated .-ind confident with good reason 
of furtlu>r investments of capital, which 
of necessity implied the employment of 
much additional labor, there fell the 
blight of foreign agitation in the shape 
of a demand for a limitation under pen- 
alty of the hours of labor in the mines. 
'.L'ho minors liad not asked for it. Very 
few people knew that anything of the 
kind was proposed. There was not the 
sliglitost effort made by any one to find 
if the conditions of mining were such 
that an arbitrary measure of this kind 
coul.l be applied with safety to it. There 
is no need to relate the history of the 
operation of the law, m- tell how it be- 
came distorted from an alleged protcc 
tioii lo the health and comfort of luin 
crs to a means for securing ten hours' 
pay for eight hours' work. Nor is it 
necessary to repeat the tale of tlie in 
jury done thereby to the whole mining 
industry, the stolipage of investments 
the dis.harge of hundreds of wnrlaneii 
and the paralyzing idTect up<m trade. 
This is all only too familiar to every 
one. 

What the Cohniist desires is to see a 
return to tlie conditions which i^xisted 
before 'the session of IS'.W. If it is 
thought desirable that the legislature 
shall declare eight hours lo 1)0 the 
standard <lay in luetiillirerous mining, 
we do not know that any objection 
would lie raised to it; but on this lioint 
the oiiinioiis of those directly interested, 
whether as employers or employed, 
ought to be ascertained. 15ut as to tli 
propriety of allowing a l.iw to stand 
upon the statute book d<'clariiig that no 
imin shall hire to work for nun-e than 
eight hours in a metalliferous mine, or 
that no man shall employ any one for a 
longer period in such a mine under a 
lieavy penalty, is to our view of the ease 
uttiM'ly witliDUt jiisli(ieati(Ui. The regu- 
liition of hours and wages is a matter 
which must bo left to those immediately 
concerned to settle for themselves, un- 
less safety to life or health otherwise 
demands. The propriety of cslablisli- 
ing eigkt-hour shifts, under norunil con- 
ditions, is purely a business matter to 
be determined liy the circumstances of 
each case, and can be safely left to 
those who hnve to do the work and 
those who have to pay the wage. I'"or 
tlic legislature to lay down any hard 
and fast rule must, ui the condition of 
mining in this- province, infallibly work 
mischief. We nut the nnitter to each 
individual reader thus: ^^ lii you under 
lal^e to say that it is wrong for a miner 
to work for more than eight lionrs in a 
metalliferous mine? Will Jiot your an 
swer bo in ninety-nine cases out of a huii 
dred that you do not know eiioiigl 
alunit it to fcirin an intolligi'iil opinion? 
This being so, why should you under 
take to legislate on the subject. Why 
not leave it for the mine owners and 
miners to settle among themselvesV We 
admit that it is the duly of a govern 
ment to imiuire into (pii'Slions of this 
nature, and that if the [ii'oplc have cim- 
lideuce in the govcrnincnt they may 
properly leave the decision to them. 
Hut no such inquiry was ever iiinde in 
this case. The law was placed upon th 
statute book in as nearly a surreptitiou 
milliner as is possible, and experience 
has shown that it is paralyzing busi 
iiess. Wc submit, therefore, that the 
law ought to be promptly repealed, or 
at least the penalty clause should be 
taken out of it, leaving miners to con- 
tract to work for as many houra as 
they wish. What position in regard to 
the regiil.'ition of hours cd' labor may be 
found necessary by and live imght to lie 
dismissed fnmi euiisidera lion. 'I'heri.' 
never may be the least necessity for the 
legislature to interfere, any more than 
thre was for it to interfere to secure the 
printers or painters, or carpenters a fi.x- 
ed rule as to liours. Our theory of gov- 
ei-iiineiii is to let llu' iieiiplc alone 
miii-h as posilile and trust them to 
lablish such industrial conditions 
circuiustancos reader desirable. 



TUB HOIA' ALLIANCE. 

\\'e Onil in the Sun l''rancisco (iall a 
translation of one of the most interesting 
diplomatic papers iu e.xislence, being the 
secret treaty of Verona, which < reaied 
"tho Holy Alliance," and led to the iiro- 
mulgalion of what is known as the Mun- 
roe noctrine. We give the translation in 
full, ari it throws light upon a iineslion 
that is much discussed on almost every 
occasion when the relations between the 
railed States and ourselves are up for 
consideration: 

The undersigned, specially ;iiilhorizi'd 
to make addilions tn th.' treaty of the 
Holy .\lliaiicc, after having exchanged 
their respective credentials, have agreed 
as followfi: 

Article I. The high contracting parties 
being convinced ili.it the system of re- 
presentative governiiieni is cqiiallv as in- 
compatible with monarchical principles as 
the mpxims of the sovereignty o£ the peo- 
ple with the divine right, engage mutual- 
ly Jn the most solemn manner to use all 
their efforts to put au end to the svsteni 
of representative government in wliat- 
evor country it may e.xist in Europe and 
to prevent its being introduced into those 
countries wlure it ks not yet known. 

Article 11. As il cannot be doubted 
that the lilierty of the press k the most 
pov.-erfu! nieaiis used by the pretended 
supiiorlers of llie rights of nations to tho

detriment- of ' thbfie of princes, the high 
contracting parties promise reciprocally 
to adopt all proper luensurcs to suppress 
it not only iu their own States but also 
in all tho rest of Europe. 

.Vrticlo III. Convinced that tho prin- 
ciple.^ of religion contribute most power- 
fully to keep nations in the state of pas- 
sive obedience which they owe to their 
princes, the high contracting parties de- 
clare it to be their intention to sustain in 
their respective Slates those measures 
which the clergy may adopt, ^\ith the 
aim of ainoUoiating their own interests, 
so inliniatcly connected with the preser- 
vation of the authority of princes; and 
the contracting powers join in offering 
their thanks to tho Tope for what ho 
has already done for them, and solicit 
his constant co-operation in their views 
of submitting the nations. 

Article IV. The situation of Spain and 
Portugal unites, unhappily, all tho cir- 
cumstances to which this treaty has par- 
ticularly reference. Tho high eontnicting 
parties," iu confiding to France the care 
of putting an end to them, engage to 
asr^isl her in tho manner wliich may the 
least eompromit them with their own 
[leople and the peopli; of France by moans 
of a siibsiilv on the iiart of Ihe two em- 
pires of twenty millions of francs every 
ye:ir from the date of th(} signature of 
"the treaty to tho end of the war. 

Article A'. In order to establish in the 
pcniiisiila the order of things which ex- 
isted before the revolution of Cadiz and 
10 iiisnro the entire exeentiiiii of th(> pre- 
sent treaty the high coot raet iiii; parties 
give lo eacli oilier the reciprocal assur- 
;ince that as long as their views are not 
I'lillilled, rejecting all ..ilier ideas of util- 
ity 111- Dllur measures to be taken, they 
w'iil aildrcss ihenisidves with the short- 
est possible delay lo all the authorities 
existing ill their Stales, and all their 
iigenls ill foreign countries, with a view 
to establish connections tending toward 
the accomplishment of this treaty. 

Article VI. This treaty shall be re- 
newed, with such changes as new circum- 
stances may give occasion for, either at 
a new congress or at the court of mie of 
the contracting parties as soon as the war 
with Spain shall be terminated. 

Article VII. The present treaty shall 
bo riitifled and the ratillcfttions exchang- 
ed at Paris within the space of six 
months.

it will be observed that (ireat Britain 
was not a party to this treaty and in- 
deed in the very nature of things she 
could not be. What rendered the agree- 
ment of special interest to the United 
States was the fact that Spain's colon- 
ii><s hud only a short time before thrown 
off the rule of the parent state and their 
iiidcpondenco had been recognized by 
t.reat Britain and the United States. In 
consciiiience republican institutions had 
been set up over a largo area, and the 
parlies to tho treaty of Verona feared 
that the example would bo contagious and 
lhat beginning in Spain, the republican 
niovcmeiit would spread over the con- 
tinent. Therefore, they decided to assist 
Spain to regain her colonjes. Mr. Can- 
ning, then premier of the United King- 
dom, Icarnod of this treaty and the in- 
tention of the signatory powers and noti- 
lied Jlr. Monroe, who :it that time was 
rrcsideiit of the United Stales. At first 
.Monroe hesitated about acting, but urged 
by Canning, who promised the material 
support of Great Britain, he declared in 
a message to congress that while not in- 
terfering in any tnaiinor with the pOH- 
setisions of European pv,»>vcrs in America, 
the United States would regard - as "au 
unfriendly act" any interference on the 
part of .such jiowers with tho independence 
of the republics. As this meant tliat any 
attempt to reconquer the Spanish colonioti 
would lead to a war rfith Great Britain 
and the United States, tho powers 
abaudoiu'd their scheme. In brief the 
.Monroe doctrine only niejins that tho 
United States will resist any altenipt by 
ICiiropean iiowers to acquire tcrrit.jry in 
America without the Ciiscut of tho iioo- 
ple of such territory. In more recent 
years an attempt has been made to extend 
this doctrine so as to constitute tne Unit- 
ed States a sort of guardian of the Cen- 
tral and South American republics, but 
the idea has not booh endorsed by tliosc 
iiationfi. Mr. Blaine's Pjin-American con- 
aress was a fiilile effort to crystiilliEO this 
lonccption of the Monroe doctrine into 
;.ii interna lioiial agreement.

Opinion of Ail Is That Some

The e.'itra(M-diiiary political silnaticni. 
which is the general topic of conversa- 
tion in Victoria, as elsewhere through- 
out the province, has resulted in an cx- 
pri sion of opinion on the part of ii niiuv 
ber of prominent citi/.eiis to the efl'eel 
that steps should be tuUen at once to- 
wards making n public demonstration 
of disapproval againit the action of the 
Lieiitemiut-Coveriior, in permitting Hon. 
.losepb .Mintiu to hold office contrary to 
coustitiitiminl praetioe. 

Indignation is widespread. There are 
no two opinions. Business is suffering 
iu all lines and there is no guarantee 
that relief will be speedily forthcoming. 
The situation grows more acute daily 
The (udinary business operations of the 
Iirovince /ire seriously interrupted, 
(.'oast merchauls are sulToring In com- 
mon with the people of the interior 
towns more immediatel.v alTected, and 
many orders which had been placed tor 
goods are heing caticidleil. 

All this is attributed to the distrust 
and lack of conlideiice I'ligendereil by 
the retention of olliee by Mr. .loseph 
.Martin and his eolletignes, none of 
whom liiive been chosen by the people, 
and who givi' no inilicalion of an early 
aiipeal to (he electoriite. 

Vii.dorians — regardless of party syni- 
jiathies— fi'cl that something must be 
done iit once. To the Cidonist it has 
been sic-gested by <'itizens. prominent 
in business circles, that a monster in- 
dign.'itiiin meeting 'ilionld be held. Tliis 
it is argued is the only course left open. 
The (Jovernor acquiesces in Mr. Mar-

Iicsoliitions eondenin 
ing the action of the Governor in per- 
mitting Mr. Martin to hold ntllce in 
defiance of the poiuilar will and the 
provisions of the constitution could he 
|i!issed, and ii ft er\va rds. the meetings 
idjourning. those resJcilutions could be 
presented to His Honor at Government 
House, the electors going there en masse 
do so. 

That some such action is necessary is 
the feeling on all sides. The one ques 
tiou is: Who will take the initiative?

The mass meeting of Chinese held in 
N'ictoria and other cities of the province 
during the last tew weeks, had apiuu- 
eiitly other objecis than tho fostering ot 
the reform movemeiit, the leading spirit 
in which is Kang Yu Wei the reformer 
who has been travelling around the 
world accompanied by a British soldier, 
under whoso protection lie was. I.eong 
Tai Jjiii, who ciiiiio to Victoria from 
Yokobania tiud wiio has been holding 
tlie mi'otings referred to, claimed to be 
one of Kang's chief lieutenants. Pla- 
cards which have been posted in China- 
town since last Saturday's meeting in 
the Chinese opera house, would incline 
one to the opposite belief, for if Lcong 
Tai I-in voices the views of the chief 
reformer, then Knng Yu 'Wei has de- 
ceived the Kiiropeiin powers. While 
Kang's avowed [ioli,-y is to throw the 
t'liiiiese JOiiipiri' opon in foreigners, 
which can only be broughl: ahnut b.v the 
detlironenieiit of the lOmiu-ess I'iiwager, 
the placards imblished advise the (^bin- 
eso to "form a strong body to defend 
Our Empire against foreign aggres.sion." 
There ari^ a number of these notices on 
till.' various Iiulletin boards in China- 
town, or at least I hero were, for yester- 
day Chief Langley having been advised 
of the matter, bad them torn ilown and 
destroyed. Tho following, which was 
translated from the Chinese, for the 
pidice. gives a good wlea of the whole: 

"Foreign nations are causing gr(>at 
distress to our rountry. Our land and 
people are beiMOniiitr like an iild pair of 
shoes ready to be thrown away. The 
barbarians have already nciliiired sniall 
portions of our empire where they ter- 
rorise the people worse than tigers or 
v,-olves. Look- at what the Ifussiaiis 
have done til Port Arthur, the Germans 
at ICooii Chow, the French at Kwoiig 
Ivowliong. the English at 1 loiigkoiig. 
These harharians have brutally inur- 
(liired our peoph' and oiitriigod our 
wmnen. They have levied tii.xes on 
land and houses and the oppression is 
iinbearaldo. AVlien you consider this 
you will sec that our cmiiitry i.'^ in a 
sorry idight. \ow, if you were tlierc' 
what would you do? The oppressiiui of 
our people by these barbarians is worse 
than the treatment of the ancient (y- 
raiits. 

"And not contented with this these 
barbarians have expresiied their inten- 
tion of dividing up the whole empire. 
W hen we think of those things wo are

QUEEN'S VISI'TS TO lEBLAND. 

Slic Has Been There Three Times, but 
Not Since 1861. 

I''roni the St. Ijouls Globe-Democrat. 
Qucea Victoria's approaching visit to 

Ireland will he the fourth she lias paid 
to the Fineralil h-le. Her fin^t visit was 
niiiile over half a century ago. in 18-10, 
when she landed at Quccnstown and en- 
tered (jork andPublin in state. The sec- 
ond trip occurred in and was taken 
for tho purpose of opening the Interna- 
tional Exhibition hold in Dublin in that 
year. Tho third occasion of her ifajesty's 
appearauceu in her Hibernian doniaiufi 
ivns oi-caaioned b.v merely motherly soli- 
citude for her eldest son, the Prince of 
Wales, who at liio time was undergoing 
;i cour.se of army instruction at the niili- 
t.'iry camp f=;nblishe,i at the Ctirragh. 
'J'hifl last visit was made in 1801, during 
which year the Queen snffered the two 
first great beroavemcnls of her life, her 
mother, the Duchesii of Kent dying in 
March, and hor husband, the Prince Con- 
sort, in the follo-.viug F/i i.'cmber. 

Of I lie three visits made-, tlie initial 
one; vhieli avas planned and I'arried to 
nmst unexpectedly succe.sriful eonclnsion 
by tho Earl nf Clarendon, was far the 
most momentous. It was scheduled for 
the- anmmor .following the so-called Irish 
rebellion, and was so bitterly opposed by 
Lord Palmcrstim. then Secretary of For- 
eign Affairs, that a coolness was cronted 



between Victoria and Palnierslon. wliii-h 
eiiluiinated iu bis dismissal from utliec iu 
I8.")2. .V brief sketch of tlii.s visit, in 
view of the present relations of the Queen 
and her son, the Duke of (.'onuiiughl, 
with Ireh'.nd, will be found apropos. 

lOarly on the nioniiug of August, 3, 
1819, Queen Victoria lirst set foot on 
Irish soil ill tlie nobiest harbor of her do- 
niinidus— the Cove e£ Cork— which from 
liiat diiy has been called Quccnstown, 
and as such is hotter known to traveled 
.Vmcricans than any harbor df Gre:it 
Britain or her dependencies. That stime 
day Victoria, accompanied by Iter hus- 
band and four eldest children, drove in 
state through the city of Cork, and was 
given a hearty and gracious reception. It 
was, however, reserved for the city of 
Dublin, where tho Queen made her pub- 
lic entry August (l, to denionstrale by th(! 
spontaneity and tliorougliuess of the 
warni-licarted welcome <if the intensely 
cntliusiuslic populace how much the Pal- 
lucrston clique of the (Jueen's ailviscrri 
had misjudged the Irish peoiile, and how 
correctly she and Clareiidon bad gauged 
the public iiulse. 

The London T'iuies of the next day, in 
its desei'i|)lioii of the receiiliou of the 
(.tueeii nil laniliiig at Kingstown, tbe port 
lit Diililin. said; "It was 11 night never 
III lie fiirgiitteii— a snuiiil In be recollected 
fori'ver. Tiailics threw a,-iii!c the old 
rnriiiula of waving :i pueket bandkei-cliief, 
and cheered fur their iives, while the 
iiieii, iiressing sii closely as to tbron.g the 
very edges of the ]iaviliiin. wa\cil what 
ever came lir.it to luinil — balis, slii-ks or 
coals— and rent the air with shotit.s of 
joy, which never ceased in energy until 
their sovereign was out of /sight. The 
royal childrun were objects of universal 
attention and admiration. 'Oh, Queen, 
dear," screamed a stout old lady, 'make 
Olio of theni Prince Patrick, and all Ire- 
land will' die for you.' "

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THE VAN ANDA MINE. 

Bpocial Report by W. M. Brewer, Trav- 
elling Correspondent Engineer- 
ing and Mining Journal. 

The following report by W. M. P.rewcr 
on the Van Andii Mlnlnt; f'ci.'s propertle.s of 
Te.\adn l.sland, .TijpcnriuL.' in ilu; Englnuer- 
iut; and Mluin;; .louruai of New York, will 
be read with iiiea.siire by all Interestod in 
the uiluliij; doveiopnieni of the mineral re- 
sonree.s of tile Coast : 

-Vbout ten nioutliK a;;o the writer gave \\ 
brief de.seriptlon of tbe mineral resources 
cif Texada Island In the columns of the 
Kugluoerhig and MlnhiK Jounial. The fu- 
ture prospccta of the Island did not at that 
time look at all bright; In fuct he wiin 
skeptical regarding the ouclo'ok, especially 
of the northeastern portlun, In which arc 
located the properties owned by the Van 
Anda Copper and Gold' Company. But 
since ii seeond visit In February of the pres- 
ent year, he n'(j(j},'iilzeH that the 0!im|» has 
grown IUl)rl^ rapidly and substantially than 
any other on the West Coast of British Col- 
umbia. 

Texudn island Is sitnated about GO uilles 
northerly from Vancouver, In the Stralt.s 
of Georgia, and about 18 miles from the 
cast coast of Vancouver Island. lt» length 
Is aljimt miles, and avonifjo width about 
ti miles. The northern end has been pros- 
M-cted ftiirly well, but (if the soutliern <'iiil 
little is yet known as to the mineral re- 
sijiinies. The tlmlicr and un(!erbri;sli are 
sii dciiiu' that niiy lUteuipt to e.\piiiri! that 
iiortluii of the Island will be attained by the 
greatest dif lieiilty. This fact will not d(.'- 
ler many ■ i)rospectors from visitiiif,' that 
feetiim ilurlnK the (.•(unin.L,- seasuil, bi-'cause 
till' ilevi'kii)nientH made by tlie Van Anda 
eimiiiaiiy during the past year have resulted 
satLsfactorlly euougli to inspire renewed 
conddence in the minds of prospectors who 
lire accustomed to overcome such dlfilcul- 
■ ties. 

The camp or town of Van Anda Is the di- 
rect reflu'it of the energy. Judgment and 
pluck of Mr. H. W- Treat, the president 
nnd^maDager,of the company since March; 
lastr.. Before disctissiDg the Keoioglcal and 



eeimoiulc features of the miniiij,' piopo.sl- 
lioiis wlilch the writi'r has Just examined 
In the vicinity of tlie camp, he desires to 
i;lve a brief sketch of its growth and thi; 
Kmeiiliig iilaat. Un .Inly l,-,ili hi.-t t!i,' ."ij- 
tiiii waler-Jiickel siiieltei- w.is blmvii hi, 
ami lias been in cuntiinmus blast ever since. 
I'ri.'VioiiH tu this a gooii wlini-f ami ware- 
house with tram trucks cuiim i-t . iii; witii tile 
siiii'ltm- on one slilc, and the saw mill on 
tile other, had been constructed. The saw 
mill lias an actual capacity of i;i,000 feet 
of lumber per day and Is equipped with 
planlnj; und shingle nilll.i. There are nliniu 
110 well built frame houses on tbe town- 
site as compared with half a dozen log 
cabins at the time of the writer's last visit. 
A creditably edited newspaper, the Coast 
Miner, with a well equipped printing of- 
fice, hus been established, and a church is 
imder construction. 

The smelter site Is situated on tlic shore 
of Van Anda bay, on a belt of crystalline 
limestone. In erecting the buildings overy 
allowance was made for Increasing the 
smelting capacity to 100. tons a duy when- 
ever the supply of ore- demanded. Tbe 
foreshore is being built up with furnace 
Hiair und the dumpage facilities arc ample 
lor year.s to come. Tlie smelter Itself was 
built by the IC. 1'. Allls Company of SIII- 
wankee; Its dimensions are ■12-lnch diameter 
of bosh, with :!'/.j lnch tuyeres. The blast 
tised Is cold furnished by a Connersville 
blower (two of whitli were Installed In the 
engine room) with 14-lncIi discharge. One 
only of tliese blowers Is run, the other be- 
lim In reserve. 'The motive powiM- Is fur- 
nlshiMl iiy a 40 h.p. lilgli speed engine built 
liy the Itussell coinixiny, and W) h.]). boil- 
er biillt by Armstrong & Morrison of Van- 
eoiiver, It.C. Tlie pumii used is a -Much 
dlsi.-harge .TanpsvUlo, Wis., steam pump. 

Connected with the .«inelter is flie sain- 
ollmr works with ii cnuaclty of j tons iier 
hour, run by a 21 h.)). vertical engine, and 
fiirnlBhed with a liruntoii sanipler; lilake 
crusher, Cornish rolls 21-inch diameter, by 
K. I'. Allls company; and (jatos sampler 
grinder. Near the smelter Is tlio assay 
ofllee, with two furnaces, balance room 
und analytical laboratory fully equipped 
with nil u^'deni couveiileuces. In anotlicr 
building Is the carpenter's shop; blacksmith 
and' macblqe shops, und store xootn. i; , 
>'^At tbe rear of tbe smelter tbe grbund/haS 



been cleared for roasting the ore, aud this 
Is connected with the smeltur by tram 
tracks. Near by are the ore bins, .coke 
yards, and Just beyond these la the. quarry. 
In u limestone b^ulf'^lroinrwhlcJii^tbe' fluxes 
obtained.' A trestle between vOdOVand 700 
feet In . length connWts*tMe''k'i4etter with 
the saw mill to' facllltat^ffthelittan^^ 
tatluu of saw mill slabs^' which are used 
for fuel la the holler room. The coke and 
ore shipped by water are unloaded at the 
wharf by moans of u glu pall and horse 
Liower Into shoots, from which they are 
dumpetl into tram cars on an (acilned track 
and liolsiod by steam hoist or 100-tou capa- 
city per day to the level above thi' ore bins 
near tlie snielter. 'The coke used la ob- 
tained from Union, on the cast const of 
Vancouver island, about ;(5 miles distant 
by water. Altliuugh this coke carries fr.iiii 
lU to IS per cent, of ash, it Is quite hard 
and makes good fuel. It is the saiue coke 
us was usetl at Trail and the Hall Mines 
smelter previous to the opening of the 
Crow's Nest I'uss coal llelds. The Iron 
ore used is obtained from the Security, 
Raven Or Paget Sound mines, thi; latter 
being situated on the wOst coast of Texiida 
Island, and the two first named being min- 
eral claims owned by the Van Anda com- 
nnnv nnil Ritnnted a short distance from 
the smelter. The matte produced averages 
05 per cent, copper. 

The bulk of the ore which has been 
smelted comes from the Copper Queen uud 
Cornell mines of the Van Anda group, but 
a limited quantity hus been furnished from 
the .Marble Bay mine adjoining the Copper 
tjueen aud owned by Christie & i'almer of 
Toronto; also from the Lenora mine, sltu- 
nted on Mount Sicker, on Vaneouvor IslaniL 
During the writer's recent visit he was 
permitted, through the courtesy of Mr. 
Treat, the mumiger, ttud Mr. Kiddle, the 
superiuteudent of the Van Andtt Copper 
und Gold Company, to examine the under- 
ground workings of both tlie Copper Queen 
and Conu'll mine.--. Tlie comiiauy's pro- 
ncrty comprises besides the two mines 
mentioned, nearly MH) acres of crown grunt 
1 iiiliierul laiiil in on,, body, nud adjacent 
tu anil Ineluding the town of Van Anda. As 
the crown grants only carried tile ei)p))er, 
and as most of the ore foiiiul on jinispect- 
lug yielded gold and sliver valiu's, niiiieral 
claims were located and rcciirdeil by the 
company some years ago, in order tu "avoid 
any litigation wlileb might arise tli.-ongh 
prospectors making dlscovi'rles yf gohl or 
silver bearing ore. 

.^t the time of the writer's previous visit 
he made a casual survey of the geology of 
this portion of the Island, bat because of 
tlie limited develcipnient of the mines could 
not reach any very satisfnetury coneiu 
Slou us to the occiirrenee, iicrmiineaey oi 
origin of the ore deposit.s. Apparently tlu) 
northern end of Texada island is composed 
of much the same character of rocks us 
portions of the west coast of Vancouver 
Island, which are considered by Dr. Daw- 
sou, Dominion geologist, to beloug to the 
Cretaceous period. There has certainly, 
been much volcanic disturbance, and pro- 
bably several eruptions, becouse dikes of 
felslte, diorlte and quartz^ayeolte occur as 
Intrusions In the limestone, which has been 
so much altered us to be perfectly erystal- 
llni'. Till' Hues of contact of the lime and 
felslte apiiarently follow a more or less 
reL'iilar trend about north UO degrees west, 
and they ciin be followed on the .surface 
where exposed without diflleiilty. 'The 
same rule appears to apiiiy to tiie line of 
the conl.ict between ilie llme.'itoni. and 
iiuartz-syculte, but the dikes of diorlte art 
usually of less exten'. and are mui'ii more 
irregular with regard to their Hues of 
strike, often trending nearly at right nngles 
to the general trend of the country. Wiieth- 
er these diorlte dikes have had any lullu- 
ence over the dlsposltlun ut the ore bodies 
Is a question yet to be solved, but up to 
the present time the development work-has 
demonstrated that they apparently have 
not. except so for as to cut oft ore bodies, 
whenever these dikes occur in close proxim- 
ity. In fact It would appear as Uiough 
these dikes had been thrown up as Intru- 
sions at a later period than the disturb- 
ances which had caused the occurrence of 
the felslte and quartz-syenite. 

Tile ores occurring on the northeastern 
iioniuu of the Island are bornltc, chnlco- 
ijyrlte aud copper glance, carrying besides 
high values in copper, both gold and silver. 
The gold coulent averages about $0 per ton, 
but sometimes Is very much higher and 
occasionally reaches .$100 jier ton. These 
ore bodies Invariably occur at iir elusi' to 
the contact of the limestone and felslte, 
and usually form the llllliig of cavities of 
Irri'gular extent, apiiarently eaiiseti by 
ehenileal tictlon on the soluble limestone, 
but often the ore extends into tbe felslte. 
wliere It appears to derive its origin from 
reiilaeemeut. 

in tiuth ilie Copper (tuei'ii and Curuell 
nilneH the ore bullies so far exposed in the 
workings are uf euiislderahle extent. i's|ii- 
ilally as regards thickness. On the Hlil-foot 
level of the former an ore Liody ri'eenlly 
upeiied In the west drift shows a tliickness 
of 2(1 feet, wlih lianglng wall not yet found. 
Tills body had been drifted on fiir V) feet, 
and when tlie writer visited tliat level on 
February lOlh last thi' breast of the drift 
was still In ore. On the .'JiKi-fuol level mi 
ore shoot 22 feet thick, at Us thickest imrt, 
had been drifted on 75 feet, ami on the 
200-foot level the thickness of the ore body 
hud not been dctennlned, although drifted 
on for 00 feet, because the foot wall licJ 
not been exposed. Tbe thickness of this 
body, so far as yet determined, is about 
feet. Having been opened from the hnng- 
liiL' wall side, this ore body has more 
gaiigue associated with It than is the ease 
on eiilier of the other levels mentioned 
where the ore body was opened from the 
foot wnll Bide. > 
The Copper Queen Is the most extcu.slvely 
developed property so far as depth Is con- 
cerned. In western lirttlslt Columblu. A 
vertical shaft hna been snnk 418 feet, nnd 
levels opened at IIH) feet, 171 feet, 200 feet, 
.';iXI feet and -KHI feet depths respectively. 
I'ntll wilblii the last few months though, 
tile work lias nut been carried on as sys- 
temalleally or as tiioruiigliiy as should liave 
been dune. On ilie lirst levels short drifts 
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of this pulii-;,- has hern fully exemiilUled, 
because in the wi st drift a narrow iiitrusiun 
of diorlte was encountered, whlub apiiar- 
ently cut off the ore, but on driving through 
the dike ft was found the ore occurred un- 
disturbed ou the other aide. This would 
en to Drove the writer's theory that the 
diorlte dikes have been thrown up as the 
result of eruptive action snhsoquent to tin? 
deposition of the ore bodies. This dike cuts 
the ore body sit right niigles to Its line of 
strike. 

Ther<> has been a total of l.-'AK) feet of 
work performed ou the Copper Queen, 
1,000 feet of which has been done since 
Slarch. 1801). .TUla work in detail is as 
iollows: yertical' shaft, 413 feet: drift to- 
ward v.-est on -liXKfoot level, 140 feet in 
lengib, the last 40 feet being In ore, with 
ore In the face: drift towards east on same 
level, feet; drift on third levi'l.

The ore body In the 
lowest level is about 8 feet tiilck, having 
Its strike nearly east and west, and Its 
diji on the upper levels vertieal, and on 
the lowest level SO degrees toward the 
south. 'The surface ores from the Cornell 
mine were chiefly carbonites, but on the 
lower levels the ore occurs as unaltered 
chalcopyrlte. 

'The earlier work performed on the Cornell 
was nut carried on as systematically as Is 
being done at the present time, conse- 
iiuently the undergrouiul workings present 
an appearance of having been mined at 
haphazard rather than following the sys- 
tematic policy of thorough exploitation 
which is being carried on by the jireseut 
management. Owing to this fact. It has 
been necessary to perform more dead work 
in order to properly develop the propety to 
show ore lu sight than should have been 
done had a more systematic exploitation 
have been adopted from the start. 

The writer hns referred to foot and hang- 
ing walls In this article, hut In reality tliesu 
walls are nut as well dellned as is the case 
in llssure veins, or la eonliict veins ordin- 
arily. The fact of the ore bodies occurring 
In liutli mines as llUiiigs of cavities of ir- 
regular dimensions, and often extending in- 
to llie felslte dikes on one side as well as 
occupying cavities in Ilie llnieslone on the 
other, renders erosseuttliig beyond the 
limits of the ore in both direetloim neces- 
sary, In order tu deteriiiliie beyond doulit 
the iimits of tlie ore lioilles. There is one 
ml'.', tliuiigli, which causes regularity even 
under these Irregular conditions. 'This Is 
that Invariably the ure bodies ure found 
nt the contact between the felslte nnd tlie 
limestone, with the felslte in the Copper 
Queen on the foot wnll side, and the lime- 
stone on the hanging wall side. 

The diorlte dikes where they occur with 
their lines of strike conformably with the 
line of strike of the ore are nsnally found 
with ore on all sides. This has been deraon- 
strated liy actual work. Hut occasionally 
these dikes form one of the walls of the 
ere body, uud invurlubly It has 
been found that the ore never extends Into 
the diorlte itself.

New York, Marcli :>2.— Justice liisliott, 
of the Supreme court, has apiwiiiteil J. 
Hampea Dougherty receiver for Applc- 
tou & Co, publishers, on tlie appllcntiou 
of Dauicl rritchartl. The bond of the 
receiver is fixed at .iiloO.OOO. 

The liabilities are ^1,110,000. The as- 
tiots cousist of stock aud outstanding ac- 
counts. Mr. Qannon, -cbainuau o£ tlie 
ro-orgunization .committee, says tliat lie 
is confideat the concern cau be IkiuiJated 
so that there will bo no loss to eroilitors.

Winter Road to Yukon- 
Improvements at the 
Lighthouses. 



In the House of Commons rc>cenlly Col. 
I'rior asked a nuiubor of (luestion re- 
spcL-ling the winter road to the Yukon, 
beacons and lights on the I'acitic Coast 
and the action of the government in get- 
ting supplies and workmen for the Ifen- 
nett-Dawson telegraph line in the East. 
The questions and answers follow: 
BBAOONS AX LIGMTS. 

Mr. Prior— Would the hou. minister 
please read the list of new lights iu Brit- 
ish Columbia'.' 

The Minister of .Marine; and Fisheries 
—There is Pointer island. Dryad Point 
Brochie's Ledge, at the mouth of Vic 
toria harbor. A beacon is lighted there 

Mr. i'xior— That is not linisheil. 

The Minister of Marine and Fisheries 
— 1 mformed my hon. friend (Mr. I'rior), 
that we had a 30-dny oil lamp there. 
This will be replaced with something 
better, when we get the electric cable 
laid. This I cannot do for some little 
time, aa the manufacturers of the cable 
are so overburdened with orders, that 
they cannot tiniwh it. In the meantime 
the 30-day light will have to do. Then 
lliero are a number of beacons besides. 

Jlr. I'rior — In answer to a (luestion I 
asked, I understood the lion, minister to 
t^ay, that the present light wao satisfac' 
tory. 

The Minister of ?^Iarine and I'Mslieries 
—I did not wifch to be understood as say 
ing, it was not as satisfactory as I would 
like to have it. 1 gave the hon. gentle- 
man the report that we had satisfactorily 
eetablished that light. 

Mr. I'rior— But the agent of the De. 
partmeut of Marine and Fisheries, Capt. 
tJuudin, has stated over his own signa- 
ture, in tbe press, that he has assurance 
from sea-faring men, that the light is 
satisfactory. Now, I have a document 
iu my desk, signed by the captain and 
mates of the steamer that runs from Vic- 
toriii and Vancouver, that it is not satis- 
factory. It is all right in fair weather, 
but iu rough weather thoy cannot see it 
at any distance, and they are very anx- 
ious that the proper light should be 
put there. There iti great necessity for 
a fog signal on that beacon. If the hou. 
gentlenniu could see his way to estab- 
lishing tbut, it would be a great aid to 
navigation. While 1 am on my leet, I 
would like to call attention to the case 
tliat occurred at Egg Island lighthouse, 
north of Vancouver Island. It seems that 
this lighthouse is a long distance from 
land, and in an isolated position, as inost 
of these lighthouses are. Some time 
ago, it was noted by steamers on the way 
to and from iUaska, thit for one or two 
dayK there was no light, and the fact 
was reported. The government steamer 
was Hcnt up, and it was found that the 
lighthouse keeper was ill. lie had no 
companion there, except a snuiU boy. 
They were talcen .off, and somebody else 
was put iu the man's place, 1 believe. 1 
do not thlnlc ifc>i8 right to allow a man 
to be in n position, like. that with a child. 
Suppose tlie mail had taken ill aud died, 
the boy would have been left there to die 
a miserable death by starvation. If they 
have an unmarried man attending to one 
of those lights, they should put another 
man with him. A married man could be 
accompanied by his wife. The lighthouse 
keeper should have with him aorae grown 
person; lie should not be allowed to bo 
there with only a child for a companion. 

The Minister of Marine and Fisherica 
— I (luitc approve of what the hon. gen- 
tleman (Mr. Prior) has said. I was not 
aware that the. man was a single man 
when he went there. The understanding 
with the department wari tliat no man 
should be sent to one of these outlying 
stations unless he was a married man 
aud had his wife and family, or, at any 
rare, hitj wife with him. Peremptory or- 
ders were given that, in no instance, is a 
single man to take charge of such a light 
by himself. These lights are away from 
civilization, almost, If we cannot get 
a married man, the country will have to 
provide for the expense of two men, for 
wo will not have one man there by him 
self, and run the risk ot such a condi 
tion of tilings as the case the hon. gen 
tlemnn refers to. when we had to send 
the steamer to take the man aud boy off.

(■arnestly into the project, it is believed 
that all the Itcpublics of the three 
-■Vinerieas ■will send delegates. 

The President attaches great import- 
ance to the successful working out of 
this ijroject, the main object of which is 
to bring into closer touch the American 
republics and' to cultivate an intimacy 
not only in commercial exchange, but in 
political relations.

The figures 
now in possession of the orllcials here 
show timt, contrary to the common be- 
lief, the export trade of the United 
States with it.s southern neighbors has 
decreased enormously, the loss in dol- 
lars being stated at no less than ?1(KJ,- 
0U0,()00 within the last decade. The 
loss ill imports from South and Central 
America also was very great. The date 
to bo selected for the I'nn-Anierican 
congress probably will be some time 
ne.xt winter.

Sir: Tn your editorial of the 20th Inst. 
Ton state that the eonimlltee "point out 
ciTlalii oli|i-ctliinB to the estluiati'd rev- 
eutii- anil .Mr. Sorliy has not met these 
ohjectlous.^' To a certain extent I thongbt 
uiy letter that nppenrod In the same Issue 
met some of the objections. 

You asl; "whotlier tlie work can be done 
for the estimated amount .\ sub-coin- 
nilttee on the enHlneorlng a.spect of the 
matter was nomln.-jted last year with pow- 
er to call In export evidence; they com- 
municated with ttie Dominion resident en- 
gineer, the chief cnsInGer of tbc marine 
and fl.Hherles aepartment and the engineer 
to the harbor commissioners at Montreal, 
and obtained from them particulars of tbc 
Information they.-wottld require to enable 
them to examine Into the Bchcmo and- re-' 
port thereon. Tlie onKlneers required that 
certain tost borlnBs stiould bo made to as- 
certain the nature of the bottom of the 
harbor nnd the depth at which rock ■vrould 
be encount-'red. The committee obtained 
estimates of the cost of the work and the 
council approprlnted tlie money, hut the 
estimate was thought too high, nothing -svaa 
accompIlBhcd nnd the appropriation was ac- 
tually allowed to lajiae. This year the 
Mayor, who w.ts on that committee, pro- 
duced an esdniato from Mr. Harris which, 
thoUBh a little In eicoss of last year's es- 
timate, was at oiK-e accepted. The object 
of this move Is to asi;ertalii If my esti- 
mates are snbslantl.T lly correct. Every 
drawhij; and detail calculation has been 
at their disposal; the delay has been with 
them, not with inc. 'The objections raised 
to the revetment wall, disappeared when 
they Kraspcd the filCt.rBiiown on' the de- 
tail drawing and Ineleidcd In the estimates 
that the wall above low water line was 



built of large stone bedded and solidly 
grouted la cement from 12 to 8 feet thict, 
nrotected by fender piles aud wallnt; pieces, 
and tied In with 40 foot anchors; and that 
the lower part of the wall, varying from 
l.'i feet to iiO feet In height and from 15 to 
■JO feet thick, was built of the largest 
stones obtainable laid battering, using only 
so much ceir.ent concrete ns might b* ne- 
cessary to secure perfect beddlug; the wall 
being as far as possible laid dry. The com- 
mittee have not completed their work and 
have therefore not reported. 

WItli all deference to you there is no dlf- 
fleulty whatever In estlmatlug "what It will 
eoit to dam Victoria harbor, pump It out 
nnd dredge or blast It out so as to secure 
a greater depth ot -water." My Ugures 
were laid before the engineers at Ottawa, 
and they considered the prices ample, but 
the committee must furnish their expert 
advisers with particulars of the bottom 
that tbey may check my estimate of the 
cost, of the execution of the work. 

.'VVlth,.regard to the money, I have a de- 
finite offer on certain terms, and It Is la 
pcrsuance of this that the city undertook 
to Investl.gnto the matter and ascertain 
whether my estlmrites were correct. I 
have no reason to doubt their general ac- 
curacy, and as the revenue committee dis- 
tinctly state "lu the best of our Judgment 
.Mr. Sorliy's estimate of revenue appears 
fair and reasonable," I fall to ue lerstand 
your grounds for saying "these estimates 
have been shown to be open to such seri- 
ous object Ions 'hat their value as a whole 
Is open to the greatest doubt." My letter 
that appeared In your Issue of even date 
aud that reported In this morning's paper 
iilnco these facts clearly before your 
renders. 

I should oxceetl the bounds of your pa- 
tience If I replied to Mr. Shallcross' strlc- 
tures to-day, but will do so later In re- 
siionse to yoar correspondent's Invitation. 

Yiin ask, "what guarantee have wo that 
the revenues of the port will pay the Inter- 
est or even the minimum estimate besides 
the charges of management?' My calcula- 
tions are based upon the facts ot the pres- 
ent time as near as I can ascertain them, 
ami the averoge of the Immeillate past. 

Ktatlstica show that the trade of the port 
and shipping catrles have stemllly Increased 
since 1&S6, that population has Increased, 
the vacant lands all round town have been 
le.illt over, as can be seen In James Kay, 
VIct'.Tla West, Oak Day, etc., iind the pes- 
till returns, being a good criterion, show 
a steady increase from .?;!ll,yT.") In l.S',)."i to 
?ri:;,U^iO in ISDS, ami tlie letters In the same 
nerlml In number from :i,,"iSO,(XXJ to U.TOO,- 
lK>i.

May I iiuote from your columns of the 
1st March, ISllS'.' "'i'et with the positive 
assurance of so eminent an authority as 
.Mr. Coste, who says It Is 'the best si.-henie 
ho ever saw' and that be Is 'convinced of 
Its practicability,' and with the enilorsa- 
tlon of other engineers the Victoria city 
council could scarcely have taken any other 
action than they have done." And again 
on the 3rd March: "Colonel Anderson says 
Mr. Sorby's scheme for the Improvement of 
Victoria harbor Is a splendid one from an 
engineering standpoint; that there should 
be uo danger of going ahead with it," etc.
